The usual limit of the panel is Geieees 
two and three thousand, which is frequently 
far too large to enable proper attention to be 
given to the patient. A doctor who finds his 
panel too large me to Pass some of his 
patients on to another panel, but owing to 
the financial loss to the doctor this does not 
happen so often as it might. Under the Act 
the friendly societies are paying a sum that 
should warrant attention to their members as 
good as that given to private patients. This 
attention is far from being given, although a 
large proportion of our branches are paying as 
much to the doctors as they are in sicke benefit 
to the patients. This is an astonishing fact. 
It means that the Act, which was brought into 
being to succour the weak in.their time of 
peed has only resulted in benefiting the 
doctors. The following are specific charges I 
have to bring against the panel doctors :—(1) 
They frequently issue certificates without 
seeing the insured person. In one instance 
which came under our notice a doctor had 
actually issued thirty-two panel continuation 
certificates without havi seen the patient. 
He had no personal knowledge that the patient 
was even alive. (2) There is a marked tendency, 
perhaps accentuated in recent years, to refer 
patients for hospital treatment as out-patients. 
As he gets his capitation fee whether the man 
is well or ill, the net result is that the doctor 
draws the money while the hospital does the 
‘work,(3) In some cases doctors show a re- 
luctazice to call on patients outside surgery 
hours. (4) In order io retain their panel at 
its present strength a few doctors ate chary 
“about, offending possible malingerers by giving 
them too hasty clearing-off notices. The 
patients might change their panel.

RELICS OF THE CRUSADERS. 


Reports received recently from Palestine show 
(says The Times) that much valuable work is 
being done under the Antiquities Ordinance. 

At Ascalon the creat cloisters with which 
Herod the Great adorned his birthplace have 
been identified and excavated, and the explora- 
tion of Tiberias and of the area in the vicinity 
of the synagogue of Capernaum has had equally 
interesting results. At the latter site a hexa- 

onal court, with mosaic pavement and ambu- 
ered has been uncovered, and a discovery of 
sculpture and pottery has been’ made 
Cesarea. 

Steps are now .being taken to preserve and 
protect the medieval tower at amleh, the 
ancient church of Jifna at Ramallah, the castle 
of the Templars at Athlit, and other monu- 
ments, in addition to the upkeep of the citadel 
and walls of Jerusalem, which are entrusted to 
the Pro-Jerusalem Society. The Mosaic pave- 
ment, with early Hebrew inscriptions and other 
decorative designs, found last year at Ain-duk, 
near Jericho, has now been completely exca- 
vated and removed for conservation in Jeru- 
salem; while a fine sculptured sarcophagus, re- 
covered in fragments from Turmus Aya, has 
been reassembled and exhibited in the citadel. 

"Good progress is being made meanwhile with 
the organisation of a central museum of an- 
tiquities in Jerusalem. Already 6,000 objects 
have been catalogued, and the collection will 
shortly he open to the public. It is also pro- 
posed to organise collections of sculpture and

A GERMAN EXPERIMENT. 


While Albert Einstein has been pleasing— 
and puzzling—the world by discoveries in pure 
sciencé which vastly increase knowledge but 
do nothing more, 4 number of German men of 
applied science are working at the problem of 
__literally—-making two biades of grass grow 
where one grew before. The principle (says 
the Berlin Co ndent of the Westminster 
Gazette) is the feeding, or fertilising, of plants 
with a greater diet of carbonic acid gas than 
is supplied by Nature. That diet is a modest 
0.03 per cent. of the atmosphere. Though such 
experiments are not new, having been re- 
tedly made (by, among others, two Eng- 
fishmen) in the last century, the present Ger.

carbonic acid gas, the experimenters turn into 
their houses and sown fi the. wasie- 
ases of blast-furnaces. These experiments

A WEEK’S SESSION. 


Reuter’s Agency learns that Mi. Briand re.

It has been decided that the Premicr and 
Lord Curzon will go to Paris on Sundaiy, for 
the meeting of the Council on Monday’ next.

ITALY’S INTEREST. 

A telegram, dated Sunday, from Reuter’s Cor- 
respondent in Rome says—In a speech in the 
Itahan Senate yesterday, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, “he Marquis Della Tarretta, re- 
ferring to the Upper Silesian question, said 
that it was coming up at the Suprerne Council 
meeting. It was a very delicate question. 
Italy was going to participate in the delibera- 
tions, and in so doing she would keep her own 
practical interests in, view.

SUICIDE OF ULSTER 
SPECIAL CONSTABLE.

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST. 

The circumstances under which Special Con- 
stable Michael Watters, aged 20, a native of 
County Leitrim, lost his lite in Dromore police 
barrack, County Tyrone, at 1.30 a.m. on Satur- 
day, formed the subject of an inquest held on 
the same afternoon at Dromore by Mr. Andrew 
©. Leitch. 
Sergeant Walsh, Dromore, said that Watters 
came to Dromore on 2nd July, and witness 
last saw him alive about haif-pasi twelve that 
morning. At that time he was going to the 
day room. Witness was aroused about half- 
past one by Constable Campbell, and went to 
the day room, the door of which he found 
locked. With the assistance of another ser- 
geant and two constables he forced the door, 
On going inside he found the dead body of 
Watters lying on the floor with the face 
towards the fireplace. A service rifle was lying 
acrows the body, and there was a large pool of 
blood under the head. There was a discharged 
cartridge case in the rifle and blood on the 
muzzle. He sent for Dr. Hamilton and Father 
M‘Dermott, and both came to the barrack. 
Witness knew the handwriting of Watters, an‘ 
identified the letter (produced) as being in 


writing. 
A LETTER. 

The letter, which was addressed to Sergeant 
Walsh. was as tollows:—- 
“ Tf I have caused you any trouble I am sorry 
for it. I believe I said something about some- 
one that was not lawful to-night coming in 
on the door, but, on the other hand, I don’t’ 
believe I did say it. Well, you can tell my 
poor mother I am very sorry I did say it or 
anything that might offend her or any of the 
family, but I plainly see there is no fair-play 
in this country now. Force will rule the day, 
so think of me when I am gone, and try to 
think of me as a noble-hearted Irishman.— 

i Watters.” 
aa stated :—“I leave thie world as I 
came into it—without an enemy. I am a eoldier 
of the I.R.A., and I die the same.” 
Continuing his evidence, Sergeant Walsh said 
that Watters was a very sober and quiet young 
man. As witness was coming off patrol duty on 
the previous night he heard somebody cursing 
in the barrack, and went inside and cautioned 
them. He did not believe it was Watters who 
cursed. 
Constabla Herbert Gourley, assistant barrack 
erderly, said that he and Watters were in the 
barrack kitchen about half-past twelve. . Ser- 
geant Walsh came to the kitchen and told Wat- 
ters to go into the day room. Watters then 
wen into the day room, but previous to that 
he seemed very quarrelseome and referred to 
witness as having insulted him during the night, 
but there was no truth in that statement. 
Witness had no argument with him, and they 
were always on the best of terms. A short 
time after Constable Watters went to the day 
room witness heard the report of a rifle and 
sent for Sergeant Walsh. 
Dr. Hamilton gave evidence that he found a 
fracture of the base of the skull and the lower 
jaw. There was a considerable quantity of 
blood on the floor in the day room of the bar- 
rack. The bullet had entered the palate and 
went out at the base of the skull, and from the 
nature of the injuries witness believed death 
wes instantaneous.

— to the City of Dublin, he desired on be- 

alf of the citizens of Dublin and on behalf of 
the Lord Mayor to extend to those present a 
very hearty Cead Mile Failte to bro Man- 
sion House; and he desired also, on behalf of 
the Lord Mayor and the citizens, to express the 
hope that the deliberations at the Congress 
would be to the delegates’ satisfaction and w 
the benefit of the country. (Hear, hear.) 
The Lord Mayor was particularly anxious to 
have been present there that dey, but 
as they were all aware, his lordship’s time an 
attention had been largely absorbed by im- 
portant public matters within the last few davs 
(hear, hear)—and consequently his engage- 
ments had become somewhat mixed, and he 
asked his assistance there that day. He (Alder- 
man Cosgrave) had only got to repeat that on 
his own behalf and on behalf of his lordship 
and the citizens he wished them a very hearty 
welcome, indeed, to that civic centre of Dublin.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
The President, in his opening address, said 
that they were meeting at a most momentous 
time. If the delegates would look back to 
the last occasion when Congress met in Dublin 
they would notice a certain similarity in the 
atmosphere. In 1914, when Congress met 
at Dublin, the workers of the city were just 
recovering from the vicious combined attacks 
of the employers and their agencies in Dublin. 


on @ very much larger and more important 
scale. In that very building the representa- 
tives of the ‘Irish people were carrying on 
negotiations, as equals, with the representa- 
tives of the oppressors of this country for seven 
centuries. They in the Labour movement 
sincerely hoped that the outcome of those nego- 
tiations would mean peace and freedom for the 
people of sireland. (Hear, hear.) They had 
more interests in that connection, perhaps, 
than ary other section in the community. But, 
whatever the outcome of those negotiations 
might be, if the present negotiators deemed it 
advisable to turn down the pourparlers that 
were presented to them, they would have the 
co-operation of the Labour movement in any 
events that might follow. (Loud applause.) 

A COMPARISON. 
When that Congress last assembled in Dublin 
the chair was occupied by the General Secre- 
tary of the union that he happened to repre- 
eent. (Applauee.) That man was now suffering 
for his labours on behalf of the workers o 
the world: he was at present a prisoner in 
the land of the free—-America. (Hear, hear, 
and applause.) These instances completed the 
similarity between the atmosphere that day 
and the atmosphere when the Congress 
assembled in 1914, and let them hope, while 
the atmosphere was similar, that the.results of 
the present negotiations would develop to the 
benefit of the country as a whole. In 1914, 
when the Congress assembled, there were 
affiliated 48 unions—many others were not 
affiliated. Those unions represented a total 
trades union membership of 110,000. That day 
they had 41 trades uniong affiliated, represent- 
ing a membership of ,000. (Applause. ) 
That showed real progress, not only numeri- 
cally, but in the direction of closer anid mcre 
efficient organisation. The old cry of fewer 
unions and more unionists had certainly taken 
eflect during the past seven years, (Hear, 
hear.) Amongst those who were represented 
and affiliated to that Congress was a very large 
section of workers who, in the past, had been 
the most down-trodden and most persecuted in 
the whole working-class in Ireland—the agri- 
cultural labourers. (Hear, hear.) Those men 
had come into the Labour movement and had 
benefited the movement and themselves to a 
very considerable extent. Their fights had 
been long and strenuous, not against a foreign 
enemy but egainst a local enemy. The Corn 
Production Act provided for a minimum wage, 
and when there was trades union effort the 
minimum wage was generally applied, but he 
was sorry to say that, in a great number of 
cases, those splendid employers, the farmers, 
refused to pay even the miserable wage laid 
down by the Agricultural Wages 
To show to what extent those le tried to 
shirk their responsibility, pve ay efforts of 
the Wages Board arrears of wages due to farm 
labourers running into many thousands—aye, 
tens of thousan f pou was recovered.

THE MILITARY IN CO. LIMERICK. 


Our Limerick Correspondent states that when 
some months ago the Army serving in Ireland 
was considerably increased the military autho- 
rities were forced to “‘commandeer”’ a number 
of buildings for the accommodation of troops. 
In the Limerick district among the places taken 
over for occupation was Cruise's yal Hotel 
in Limerick, and it has been used by a large 
number of officers up to the present. Within 
the last few days, however, the proprietors of 
the hotel have received notice of the pending 
surrender of the premises by the military.

‘*FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH.” 

Mrs. Arthur Benson, of Dublin, writes to us 
as follows:>— 

“ May I ask you to make public this, with 
the subjoined Jetter, as soon as possible, as my 
remaining sister, Lady Forde, and I are con- 
cerned that all James Clarke’s anxious relatives 
in County Down may at last know his fate? 
We have, of course, communicated with his aged 
mother, who was dependent-on him, but we have 
no further addresses. 

“Rather than that the first paragraph of Mr. 
Cathal Bruga’s letter should make his relations 
think that we had been any more indifferent 
to his fate than to that of Mrs. Lindsay, I wish 
to state that the ‘ previous note’ mentioned by 
Mr. Cathal Bruga can only refer to one of two 
reminders that | wrote to Mr de Valera as to 
his answer to my own original letter to him of 
July 6th, in which answer, dated July lth, 
he stated that my letter had been referred to 
his Army Headquarters for ' diate atten- 
tion.’ As time went by and ‘no news reached 
me. I wrote the reminders on July 2ist and 
26th. On the 2lst I merely asked for the in- 
formation which Mr. de Valera’s letter implied 
I would have at once, but on the 26th I wrote 
more fully again, and, as in my original of the 
6th, distinctly named ames Clarke with Mrs 
Lindsay. 

‘James Clarke was for thirty-seven years a 
most faithful servant to my late brother-in-law, 
John Lindsay, to whom, on his death bed, 
Clarke gave a promise that he would alwavs 
take care of Mrs. Lindsay in her old age. So 
to his promise he was ‘faithful unto death.’ ”

14, which gives power to the Railway and 
Canal Commission to make orders as to the 
working of railway companies. 

Mr. arriott seconded and Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Kenworthy supported the rejection, the 
latter saying that the whole conception of the 
bill was rotten to the core. 

The clause was carried by 149 to 38. 

Mr. Hannon moved the omission in Clause 14 
of the provision authorising the Minister to re- 
quire railway companies to adopt schemes for 
the co-operative working or common user of 
workshops, manufactories, and other facilities. 
He said that he thought that the provision 
should be confined to rolling stock and plant, 
otherwise existing manufactories would he put 
out of business. 

Mr. Thomas said that the acceptance of the 
amendment would render cheap railway facili- 
ties practically impossible. 

Sir Eric Geddes characterised the amendment 
as monstrous. Under it the public interests 
would be called upon to suffer in order that the 
private manufacturer might make a profit. 
The amendment was negatived without a divi- 
sion. 

Mr. Thomson moved the omission of Clause 
15, which empowers the Minister to authorise a 
railway company to acquire land for the pur- 
ose of improving their works. He said that

The leased lines were handed over to the 
trunk lines without anv capitel expenditure, 
excopt the trifling sums required for the adapta 
tion of junction stations. They act as valuable 
feeders to the main systems, and it is intoler 
able that the. working companies should now 
seek to deprive guaranteeing ratepayers of the 
henefit of the conditions on which they gave 
the guarantees, an which were solemnly 
secured to them in werking agreements and in 
the Tramways Acts. 

The working companies have got powers to 
recoup themselves for increased operating costs 
by making increased charges, and anvbody who 
does business with them is painfully aware that 
these powers have been utilised to the utter 
most. The working companies are entitled to 
the agreed percentage of the increased charges, 
but they are seeking to have the percentage 
éredited to the small ownin companies stereo 
typed at the receipts for 1914. All the increased 
hús have been fixed since 1914, and the result 
of the proposal would be that the working com. 
panies wou receive. a much greeter pro 

rtionate advantage in respect of the leased 
nate than they will derive from. the increased 
charges over their own main lines. This unjust ad 
vantage would he altogether at the expense of 
either guarantecing ratepayers or shareholders 
in the leased lines. 

There is no necessity whatever to alter the 
existing working agreements. The working 
companies are simply taking advantage of the

BRITISH COLONIAL 

VARIETIES. 

Several Latin - American Republics are about 
to commemorate by postage stamp issues the 
centenary of their liberation from Spanish rule 
(says The T'imes).. The centenary of the inde- 
pendence of Brazil will be celebrated next year 
by the issue of a particular postage stamp. De- 
signs are to be submutied by local artists in 
competition.

duced as the design of some emergency stamps 
of the Republic of Uruguay, locally printed im 
Monte Video to meet immediate demands, 
peuding arrival of a complete new series of & 
permanent character, now being printed by 
Waterlow and Sons in Lontlon. ‘The values and 
colours of these Mercury stamps are—Five mils, 
mauve; 1 centesimo, green; 2c., red; 4e., 
yellow; and 5c., blue. 

To mark the centenary of the inauguration 
of the coffee industry, 25,000 copies only of a 
special postage stamp of limited validity were 
issued in Costa Rica between June 17 and July 
7 of the face value 5 eentavos, printed in 
blue and black in large format. 

The latest serics of postage stamps provided 
for use in the former German - territory of 
Cameroons, now under French mandate, con- 
sists of seventeen values in the pictorial types 
of the French Congo, 1907-8, but printed in 
different colours and overprinted with the name 
(4meroun in blaek sans-serif capitals. 

Two further values have been sent out in the 
new permanent stamp issue for Bulgaria—viz., 
1 leva carmine and ” levas brown-purple, both 
engraved with a stiiking three-quarter face 
portrait of Tsar Borie in an oval frame. 

The current 0-ore stamp of Sweden, for- 
merly printed in the Crown and posthorn type, 
is now to hand in a new steel-blue colour, and 
bearing the latest stamp portrait of King 
Gustav V. in uniform, facing to the left. 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies announce 
the dispatch of fresh supplies of current Colo- 
nial postage stamps with the new script C.A.

DECLINE IN IMPORTS 
AND CONSUMPTION. 

Our Liver pool Financial Correspondent writes: 

end of the cotton year gives a special 

to. the af the trade, so far 

are yet available, During the past 

twelve months, as compared with the preceding 

cotton year, there has been a decrease in im- 

ports of 2,193 500 bales and same time a 

decrease in 1,609,840 balec. 

There has also been a decrease in actual] export 
of 157,940 hales. 

The visible supply cf cott up to the end 
of July shows the crand é rt al pé 4,931,100 bales, 
comprising Liv cks 1,094,510 bales, 
Manchester 83,550 London 2.240 bales, and 
afloat for Great Britain 130.000 bales. The 
etock on the. , Lontinent Is 560,800 bales, and 
the cotton afloat for the Continent is 348 000 
bales, while the stock in the United Stat "8. in 
India, and Alexandria amounts to 2.712.000 
bales. 


With regard to the state of trade, the indica. 
tions of the revival which seemed to be possible 
two or three weeks ago have again disappeared, 
and sentiment seems to go from one extreme to 
the other. It is il a fortnight ago since 
daily spot sales were running from 10,000 to 
20,000 bales, and the more enthusiastic operators 
were looking forward to quite a small boom in 
trade. It has apparently since been realised 
that those spot sales did not represent trade 
business, being largely covering by local mer- 
chanta of old commitments, in addition to some 
demand for export. Thus, to take the course 
of prices during the past week, futures are 
from 25 to 36 points lower; spot quotations 
for American and Brazilian are 40 points down: 
Egyptian quotations are 50 points lower. 
Peruvian shows a decline of 40 points, and 
West African a similar decline, while East 
Indian quotationa are reduced 25 to 35 points. 
These lower levels have to some degree been 
contributed to by the uniformly favourable 
news regarding the crop. There is still some 
complaint about the damage from bol] weevil, 
though nothing definite is stated.

JURY’S VERDICT AT INQUEST 

On Saturday Mr. HE. 8. Heron, Deputy 
Coroner for South Down, held an inquest at 
Newry General Hospital regarding the death of 
Special Constable George ©. Graham, who was 
seriously injured in an ambush at Merchants’ 

quay, Newry, on the evening of the 26th Aprii 
last, when eight other men of the patrol were 
also injured. 

Mr. William Johnson, C.B.E., represented the 
next-of-kin, and Head Constable Little oon- 
ducted the inquiry on behalf of the authorities. 

Mr. Wesley Graham, Melrose street, Belfast, 
a brother, said that Graham was 22 years of 
age, and before joining the Special Constabu- 
lary resided in Lisburn. 

Special Constables Samuel Scott and Hazlett 
Little, who were on patrol with Graham and 
other men, stated that about 9.25 on the even- 
ing in question the patrol halted at Mr. 
McEvoy’s house, at Merchants’ quay corner, for 
about five minutes, when three young men 
crossed the bridge over the canal and fired four 
bombs amongst the patrol. Each member of 
the patrel was knocked down. Three other 
men followed those who threw the bombs, but 
did not cross the bridge. They, however, 
opened fire on the patrol after the bombs 
were thrown, and continued to do so until 
Crossley cars arrived with reinforcements. 
Both the witnesses opened fire with their rifles 
on the three who threw the bombs, but they

could not say if they hit any of them, as they 


ran up King street. 

Dr. C. FE. Maude, surgeon of the hospital. 
Graham lost a great deal of blood. 
and suffered severely from shock and 
hemorrhage. The main ariery of his left leg, 
and also the blood vessels in the lower por- 
tions of the leg, were severed by fragments of 
bemb. Death, which took place on Saturday 
evening, was due to exhaustion.
